FATHER POINT, Quebec, July 30.—Chief Inspector Dew of 
seotland Yard threw off his reserve to some extent today as to his 
plans in tracing the Crippen suspects and declared he was positive 
they were on board the steamer Montrose, 

He remained in close communication with Chief McCarthy of 
the Quebee police department until late last night and again this 
morning the two men consulted on Dlans for the decisive stroke 
when the steamer arrives off Father Point. 

To one of the press representatives who had ‘been of personal 


service to him, Dew said: 


‘I am absolutely certain that the persons on board the Mont- 


rose are Dr. Crippen and the Leneve woman. 


The Laurentic was 


in touch with the steamer Montrose on the way over. and I re- 
ceived a message from Capt. Kendall which leaves no room for 
doubt about the identity of the suspects. 


“Crippen and the woman will be great- 
ly surprised when I aboard the 
Montrose and confront them, but my 
surprise will. be just as gteat if the 
Suspects turrr out to be not che persons 
I expect. 

“My trip across the Atlantic was with- 
out incident. Nobody on board except 
the captain and the wireless operator 
knew of my identity. The passengers 
méreh~ther got a London business 
man, coming out to Canada on a visit. 

The first intimation they had of my 
real mission was shortly after we passed 
Belle

Isle and messages began to come 
frem the land wireless stations. Since 
then I have been besieged by newspa- 
per men and by others acting for them. 

“When I get ready I will tell the press 
men of my plans and they will all learn 
them together, will play favor- 
ites.”’ 

Questioned as to whether he had re- 
ceived any word from Scotland Yard 
since he left, the inspector replied that 
he had received several messages, all 
of which tended to confirm his belief 
that the persons on the Montrose were 
the much sought Crippen and his typ- 
ist.

FIGHT OVER $87.50 


Members of Haumueller, at 
Law Six Years, Battle 
for Principle. 








The Haumueller family is at law 
again. Members of the Haumueller fam- 
ily have been suing one another for the 
last six years, but the chief bone of 
contention is $87.50 rent said to be due 
on a cottage owned by the Haumueller 
estate, and it Is estimated that $1000 has 
been spent in court costs and lawyers’ 
fees in an effort to decide the dispute. 

The dispute has not yet been decided. 
Justice O’Hallaron has it under advise- 
ment at present, and whichever way he 
decides it will be appealed—both sides 
Say so. 

Theodore H. Haumueller of 2209 
Salisbury street is president of the 
Haumueller Real Estate Co., which is 
trustee of the estate of Joseph Hau- 
mueller, who died more than six years 
ago and left property valued at $500,- 
000. He had five children, of whom 
Theodore is one. 

A son of one of these children is 
Edwin Ackermann of 4412 Cote Bril- 
liante avenue. His mother, a daugh- 
ter of Joseph Haumueller, is dead, 
ond he is heir to her share of the 
estate. 

Ackerman used to live at 3220 
Blair avenue, in a house belonging 
to the estate. By consent of the heirs, 
he paid no rent, until there was a 
quarrel about the division of the 
property in July, 1906, and he was 
notified to move or pay rent. He did 
not move until the following De- 
cember, and the rent for that period, 
computed at $87.50, is now being ad- 
judicated in the court of Justice 
O’Hallaron, testimony having been 
taken Friday. 

But first Haumueller sued to evict 
Ackermann. This came up in former 
Justice Roberts’ court, was sent by 
change of venue to Justice Spies’ court, 
and there was decided in favor of Hau- 
mueller, 

This was taken to the Court of AP- 
peals again, but was subsequently non- 
sulted. 

All this litigation took four years,.and 
Ackermann had moved out of the dis- 
puted properly long before the sult to 
evict him had terminated. The costs 
and lawyers’ fees in this suit are esti- 
mated at $750. : 
Edwin then sued the estate for $1300 
which, he said, he saved during his 
grandfather's lifetime and gave to him 
for safekeeping. About the time Mrs. 
Elsie Haumueller Kranz, a daughter, 
sued for $1400 she said was due her for 
nursing her father tn his old age. 

Both these suits were lost, and both 
were appealed.

At first Wendling denied his iden- 
tity, but when the detectives found 
the scar that he had received on his 
hand while in the French army and 
a Ship tattooed on his arm the ac- 
cused admitted his identity, but de- 
nied all knowledge of the murder. 
He denied that be had seen the child 
the day that she went to the paro- 
chial school to attend mass at 8 a. m. 

Child Went to Mass. 

When the child went to mass that 
morning she was not seen alive again. 
Her mutilated body was found in the 
basement of the school building May 
3%. There was every indication that 
the child had been murdered and her 
body hidden tn an effort to conceal the 
crime. 

Evidence found around the school 
bullding and among Wendling’s ef- 
fects directed suspicion toward him 
and when an effort was made to cap- 
ture him i{t was discovered he had 
fled the city. His wife was ‘taken 
into custody, but was dismissed after 
being examined for several days. 
Evidence pointing to Wendling was 
wrung from her by the questions 
and the dead child's relatives and the 
authorities offered $6000 for his cap- 
ture.

A mysterious feud, which has exist- 
ead in the St Louls lodge of Chinese 
Masons for many months, and to which 
{s ascribed the murdcr of Lee Hee Fow 
East St. Louis laundry, last 
Tuesday night, has now reacked suc 
Gangerous proportions that ‘further 
tragedies are expected by the Chinese. 

Chinese detectives have peen brought 


from New York bv relatives of the 


dead Chinaman, and his cousin, Lee 
Mow Lin, head of a Chiesa syndicate, 
which owns a string of Chinese restau 
rants and grocery stores in St. Louis 
and Past &t. Louis, and said t» be the 
richest Chinese in Bi. Lows tras of- 
fered a reward of $300 for the arrest and 
conviction of the slayer. 

Lee Mow Lin suspects an Fast Sr. 
Louis Chinaman, Charley Lee, who 
had been active against Lee Hee Fow 
in the feud in their mysterious lodge. 
The police also suspect I.ee. 

Neither Lee Mow Lin, nor any other 
Chinese, will tell the cause of the feud, 
or what proportions it assumed in the 
lodge. 

“T no Gare tell."" said Lee Mow Lin. 
“One man dead already.”’ 

But in his mixed English and Chinese, 
Lee Mow Lin, in his restaurant at 
610 Market street. gaily decorated with 
Oriental designs and coloring, he swore 
everlasting hatred of Charley Lee and 
his supporters in the Chinese Masons 
lodge. 

He swore to pursue him to the end 


- of the earth, and swore that no mat- 


ter what the cost might be, he would 
bring him ‘‘to justice.” 
, Relatives Swear Vengeance. 

Lee Mow Lin is an Americanized Chi- 
nese, but he became the Oriental again, 
when discussing the murder of his cou- 
gin. He was careful, though, to make 
no statement that he intended tak- 
ing personal vengeance on the slayer 
of Lee Hee Fow. He shrugged his 
shoulders and looked the expression- 
less look which only a Chinese can ag- 
gpume. Then he expressed admiration 
for the law in Aemrica, and said if 
Charley Lee was caught he would have 
a trial in the American courts. 

Other Chinese say the war in.the 
lodge has gone so far now that there 
Probably will be more tragedies. Lee 
Mow Lin and several other leaders in 
the lodge are men of high standing. 

They have their following among Chi- 
nese of a lower order, however, who 
are not always easily controlled when 
a bitter feud arises. The Chinese are 
known for a habit of settling their own 
affairs without recourse to American 
law. 

Many Chinese have been found dead 
in the large cities, murdered, and no 
explanation has ever been given for the 
murder, and the slayer has never been 
detected. Chinese say the greater num- 
ber of these were killed as a result of 
feuds.

It is known’ that Lee Hee Fow and 
Charley Thee became members of oppo- 
site factions in the lodge as a result 
of a controversy about another’Chinese. 
Who this Chinese is, or what the con- 
troversy was about, none of the Chi- 
nese will say. 

When the feud was well under way, 
Charley Lee, who had a restaurant in 
East St. Louis, was arrested by Fed- 
eral officers on a charge of selling 
liquor without a license. He was sen- 
tenced to serve two months in jafi in 
Danville, Ill. Lee Hee Fow was a wit- 
ness against him, but Lee Mow Lin says 
Las Hee Fow had not caused the ar- 
reat. 

Charley Lee evidently thought Lee 
Hee Fow was responsible for his im- 
prisonment, and while in jail he wrote 
Lee Hee Fow a letter, according to Lee 
Mow Lin, in which he threatened to kill 
him. 

Lee Hee Fow was greatly frightened, 
and appéaied to Justice Williams m 
East St. Louis. The justice issued a 
warrant for the arrest of Charley Lee 
when he should be "released from jail, 
the intention being to put him under a 
peace bond. Charley Lee never was ar- 
rested on that warrant. 

Suspect Not Re-Arrested, 

He was released from jail May 15, and 
was seen in East St. Louis three weeks 
ago. WUniess the detectives have un- 


‘earthed the evidence of a later visit, 


Chariey Lee has not been seen since 
that time. 

Lee Hee Fow's body was found in his 
laundry early Wednesday. A cleaver 
had been used to kill him while he was 
asleep. His head was split open and 
there were many cuts about his face, 

His rooms were rifled and about $60, 
which he was supposed to have hidden 
there, was missing.

Envoy Was Recadled 
After Conference of 
Premier and King: 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 


MADRID, July 30.—After a lengthy 
conference at San Sebastian, King 
Alfonso and Premier Cmenelejas re- 
solved not to submit to the ultima- 
tum of. the Vatican, and decided to 
recall from Rome the Marquis Em- 
illo de Odjeda, the Spanish Ambas- 
sador to the Vatican. The annoufhe- 
ment of the rupture with the church 
has created the greatest excitement 
here. 

Senor Canelejas informed the King 
that the Government, could not ac- 
cept the conditions of the Vatican's 
last note. The note amounted to a 
virtual ultimatum. It was a positive 
refusal by the Watican to continue 
negotiations for a revision of the 
Concordat between Spain and the 
churdh unless the Government with- 
drew, the decree of June 11 last that 
permitted Protestant bodies to dis- 
play insignia of public worship. 

A week ago last night Canelejas de- 
fined his position. The struggle, he 
said then, was not between Catholics 
and Free Thinkers, and it was vain 
for Rome and the prelates to so af- 
firm it. The struggle was between Lib- 
erals and Reactionaries. There was no 
argument about the Catholic religion. 
The majority of the people remained 
faithful to that religion. 

There was no purpose to attack the 
rights of the church. But the Gov- 
ernment would never consent. that 
Spain should go backward and become 
again the weaponed arm of the church, 
the soldier of Rome, imposing the faith 
on the entire planet by fire and steel. 
The motto of his Government was ‘‘Lib- 
erty for all; but no liberty outside the 
state detrimental to Spain."’ 


The crisis that hangs over Spain is 
the gravest that has faced her since 
her awakening after the war with the 
United States. 

The quarrel between Spain and the 

church has been growing for four or 
five years. It dates back to the simi- 
lar difficulty in France, when the 
monastic institutions were brought u 
der the law, and it marks a est a 
thought that is extending now also 
through Portugal and Italy. 
It was to Spain and ‘‘The Most Cath- 
olic King’’ that the Vatican turned for 
armed force to restore her power in 
France, once the realm of ‘‘The Most 
Christian Monarch,’’ but the church 
found in Spain, instead of responses 
to her approaches, a soreness, very 
deep, that the monasteries were monop- 
olising industries against commerce, 
and that the  wultra-Catholics were 
against progress and in favor of tne 
pretender.

They threatened the 
mayors with excommunication. 

The government permitted soldiers to 
refuse to attend mass. It prevented the 
priests of the orders from appropriating 
the perquisites of the parish pastors. 
Finally it brought !n its association bill, 
similar to the one in France, dissolving 
all orders not having full political rights 
in the state, meaning those that had 
flocked in from France, forbidding al] 
to engage in teaching except those 
named in the Concordat, giving state 
officials power to enter and inspect the 
religious houses, and requiring all to 
pay taxes like ordinary citizens. 

“Four Cabinets Fall. 

Governments came and went in the 
battle. During ome period of three 
months—November, 1908, to January, 
1999—Spain saw four governments rise 
and fall. A little over a year ago it 
seemed that the Liberals were without 
a leader after the death of Senor Sa- 
gasta. But the Liberal sections came 
together and put Canelejas into power 
last February, and again in May. 

What the future will produce cannot 
be foretold. For Canelejas in his strug- 
gle to ‘“‘Europeanize and modernize 
Spain” has against him a population in 
which 70 per cent are illiterate.

WASHINGTON, July 30.—The Director 
of the Census announced that the total 
population of the state of Oklahoma— 
lacking three enumeration districts—is 
1,651,951, as compared with 1,414,177, 
cording to the special census of 1007, 
increase since 1907 of 16.7

The statement of the population of 
the State was made because an election 
is to be held in the State next month 
in which the question of negro suffrage 
is paramount. 
In presenting the figures, the Director 
made the following statement: 
‘In view of the fact that an election 
is to be he!d on Aug. 2 in the state of 
Oklahoma with reference to a constl- 
tutional amendment bearing on the suf- 
frage, which affects principally the ne- 
gro race, the Director of the Census 
has deeméd it desirable to make a pre- 
liminary announcement of the popula- 
tion of the State of Oklahoma and of 
the negro population of the State. The 
figures are subject to revision.’’ 
Where the Negroes Live. 
The figures show the total negro pop- 
ulation to be 188,458, as compared with 
112,100 in 1907. In 1907 the negro. pop- 
ulation constituted 7.9 per cent of the 
total and the percentage for 1910 is 6.4 
per cent. The three districts lacking in 
the total figures, the Census Director 
announced, would affect the total pop- 
ulation by less than five thousand. 
The population of the Territory now 
recognized as the State of Oklahoma 
was, according to the census of 1900. 
790,391, the population of 1919 represent- 
ing an increase of 109 per cent. 
Every county in the State, with seven 
exceptions, increased in population be- 
tween 1907 and 1910, many of them 
showing an increase of more than 10 
per cent in that time. In 32 of the coun- 
ties the negro population is more than 
1000. The heaviest negro population is 
in Muskogee County, the enumeration 
showing 16,534. Oklahoma County has 
9370 negroes;.Wagoner County, 8745; Lo- 
gan County, 8258, and Okfuskee County, 
8091. 
Under this computation Oklahoma will 
certainly be entitled to one more Con- 
gressaman and possibly two. The five 
districts are now unusually large, vary- 
ing in population from 225,000 in the 
First to 315,000 in the Second. It is not 
to be expected that the basis of rep- 
resentation will be increased to more 
than 220,000, and in that event the State 
would be given seven members and stil! 
have a fraction of population left.

But in this she was disappointed. Her

Then men who have been dropped are 
Doctors Herman Tuholske, professor of 
the practice of surgery and of clijical 
surgery; Frank Adams Glasgow, profes- 
sor of clinical gynecology; Edgar Moore 
Senseney, professor of diseases of the 
nose, throat and chest; Henry Milton 
Whelpley, professor of materia medica 
and pharmacy; Willard Bartlett, pro- 
fessor of experimental surgery; George 
W. Cale, Jr., clinical professor of surg- 
ery; Ernst Jonas, ¢linical professor of 
surgery; William A. Shoemaker, clinical 
professor of ophthalmology; Phillip Hoff- 
mann, clinical lecturer on orthopedic 
surgery, and William S, Deutsch, lec- 
turer on surgery. 

Disapproval of the dropping of these 
has led Dr. Horatio N. Spencer, professor 
of otology, to resign. Three others, Drs.

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THE PRIMARIES. 

The evidence points to a sincere and earnest 
effort on the part of the Election Commissioners 
to have an honest primary election. Gov. Hadley 
is pledged to do all in his power to have an 
honest vote and an honest count and the work 
of the appointees seems in harmony with the 
Governor's declaration. 

‘The letter of instruction to the judges and 
clerks of election apparently embodies every 
possible precaution against fraud and clearly 
defines the duties of the election officers. The 
prohibition against the division of the votes 
for counting purposes is particularly timely.

On July 26 there was cabled from Vienna. to 
the New York Herald an interview with a retired 
Wall Street broker, Mr. John G. O’Keefe. In 
the course of the interview the statement was 
made that disturbances in the stock market are 
often “inspired;” they occur when deals of great 
magnitude are being carried out. Then Mr. 
O’Keefe added: “When the bear campaign is 
ended it may be found that control of one of 
the great transcontinental systems has changed 
hands.” 
On July 27 it was announced in New York 
that there had been transferred to a syndicate 
headed by Kuhn, Loeb & Co. the bulk of a large 
block of American railway securities acquired 
in the past nine months by a syndicate headed 
by Dr, F. S. Pearson, Mr. O’Keefe had called 
the turn just 24 hours before it happened. 
On July 29 a dispatch from New York, in ex- 
plaining the deal, said that the continued down- 
ward movement in the stock market that led 
to the collapse of the Pearson syndicate was 
“aidedg it is said, by one of the largest financial 
houses in New York.” So there we have con- 
firmation of the theory upon which Mr. O’Keefe’s 
prediction had been made. 
In this disclosure of Wall Street methods the 
point of chief interest to the people is, not that 
stocks had been depressed as a part of a finan- 
cia] intrigue, but the fact that the powerful ras- 
cals that “inspired” the depression made use of 
it, not merely to crush a rival syndicate in the 
Street, but as a means of deceiving the people 
in a matter of politics as well as of finance. 
It was widely circulated by the organs of plu- 
tocracy that the slump in the stock market 
was due to the attack of the insurgents on the 
tariff. It was proclaimed to be an evidence -of. 
the panic and the disaster that would follow 
Democratic success. Now that the bear move- 
ment hag served its purpose and the big hold- 
ings have changed hands, there will be a new 
flimflam game played on the people.

In the answer columns of your Sunday issue a 
retired physician is quoted as authority for the 
statement that locomotor ataxia is caused by 
specific blood poisoning (whatever he may mean 
by that) and that it is a curable disease.

Complaints of Abuses of 
Legal Power Recalled by 
Records of Some. 





The justice of the peace courts have 
been called the “poor man’s court.”’ 


They are tmportant for the fact that 
they are courts of original jurisdic- 
tion for all amounts of less than $500, 
and that hundreds of thousands of 
cases yearly pass through them. Jus- 
tices of the peace are to be elected in 
the nine districts of St. Louis at the 
November election. The Republican and 
Democratic candidates for these im- 
portant offices are to be nominated 
Aug. 2. 

There has been almost universal com- 
plaint among lawyers and litigants that 
many of the men elected as justices of 
the peace were unqualified and unfit 
for the office. These offices, paying 
$2600 a year salaries and as much more 
in fees, have been distributed among 
political workers and ward bosses, 

The Democratic business men’s com- 
mittee refused this year to try to elimi- 
nate the ward politicians as candidates 
for these offices. The result is that 
many polititia.s, who have no special 
qualifications for the offices, are run- 
ning for nominations. 

There has been wide-spread complaint 
against certain justices for using these 
courts as collection agencies. This 
complaint has been directed specifically 
against Martin F. Moore, of the Fourth 
district, who {ts a candidate for re-nomi- 
nation, and his clerk, “Bobby” Car- 
roll, who is a candidate for the nomi- 
nation in the Ninth district. 


Meore and Carroll as Collectors. 

Collection agents and some lawyers 
make it a practice to send accounts to 
Moore and Carroll for collection. After 
Moore and Carroll receive one of these 
aims they send a notice directing the

Cronin served for years in 
the House of Delegates as the repre- 
sentative of the Fifth Ward, and is 
celebrated principally for his big dla- 
monds and his famous expression, ‘I 
ain't done nothin’.’” Two Justices are 
to be nominated in the district, and as 
there are only three candidates either 
Moore or Cronin is certain to be nomi- 
nated. Farley, who is opposing Moore 
and Cronin was formerly a Democratic 
city committeeman and a clerk in the 
election commissioners’ office. 


Back Is Opposed to Moore.

The investigation of election frauds in 
the Third and Sixteenth wards, after 
the primaries two years ago, showed 
that the names of many dead men were 
voted in the Miles bailiwick.

The hottest fight for the Republican 
nomination is the contest between John

district. Riechmann its a saloon keeper 
and professional politician, and js finish- 
ing his first term as a justice of the 
peace. He is also a member of the 
Republican City Committee, but is op- 
posed by all the other Republican com- 
mitteemen in his district. Riechmann 
belongs to the Republican element in 
politics corresponding to the Hussey 
element in Democratic politics. The men 
he put in the House of Delegates al- 
ways voted with the Hussey combines. 
Besides having the united support of 


the Republican organization, Robertson 
is backed by a committee of business 
men. Robertson served one term 4s 
justice of the peace. He is & lawyer, 
and made a good record in the office. 
His friends have produced figures to 
show that Robertson, during his term 
of office, handled nearly three times 
as many cases as Riechmann, and 
turned into the city treasury much 
larger revenue. The records of the 
comptroller’s office show that Robert- 
son, during the last three years of his 
term, disposed of 5281 cases, and that 
Riechmann, during his last three years, 
disposed of 2480 cases. During the same 
comparative periods Robertson turned 
into the city treasury $18,074.90 and 
Riechmann $12,028.06. 

The Republican candidates in the Fifth 
district are Dr. Wilson H. Cotton, a 
dentist, residing at 1218A Olive street, 
who has been active in the natural 
gas agitation; Robert Walker, a former 
justice and now a circuit court-room 
clerk at the Four Courts, Charles S.

Frank H. Braden 
is a lawyer residing at 4727 Cottage 
avenue; Fred Busche of 8719 Lee avenue 
was a former member of the Missouri 
Legislature, serving several terms. His 
vote on several! bills was criticized.

a printer. Robert F. Nelbert is a deputy 
in Collector Koeln’s #ffice and resides 
fat 5484 North Broadway. John J. Meier 
of 2811 Gamble street, was private sec- 
retary to the late Mayor Brown.

William D. Moore is a lawyer whose 
home !g at 4236 Russell avenue. He was 
graduated from the University of Mis- 
souri, and is said to be competent to 
fill the office. John T. Sanders resides 
at 4227 McPherson avenue. He has held 
the office four years. Joseph P. Vas. 
tine is a lawyer and his home is at 
427 Lake avenue. 











NOT COUNTED AT 
THe PRIMARIES 


Each Voter Must Stay Within 
Limits of Party Ballot 
He Asks For. 








The chief thing the Board of Election 
Commissioners is trying to make clear 
to the public, as a preparation for next 
Tuesday's primaries, is that voters can 
vote on the nominations of only one 
party. That is the chief difference be- 
tween a primary election, which is an 


election within a party to name a party 
ticket, and a general election of public 
officials. 

To be sure that this rule is enforced, 
the board has been drilling it thorough- 
ly into the election officials who will 
run the primaries. They have been in- 
structed to inform voetrs that votes for 
a Democratio candidate on a Republi- 
Can ballot, or vice versa, will not help 
the person they are designed to help. 
Only Committeemen’s Names Written. 
For instance, if a man voting the 
Democratic ballot wishes to help one 
of the Republican aspirants to a nomi- 
nation for circuit judge, and writes his 
name on the Democratic ballot, the Re- 
publican will gain only a vote for ‘the 
Democratic nomination, not a vote for 
the Republican nomination. 

To make sure that there ts no confu- 
sion of this sort, the rule has been made 
that no names shall be written on the 
ballot except that of a candidae for 
ward committeeman, and here again the 
rule applies that the voter must stay 





Side and must not try to vote for a com- 
mitteeman of the other party. 

The judges have been instructed that 
it is the duty of every judge to take 
part in the counting of every ballot, and 
not for Republican judges to count Re- 
publican ballots and Democratic judges 
Democratic ballots, as has sometimes 
been done. 

Tickets will be nominated by the So- 
clalists and Prohibitionists at the com- 
ing primary, as well as by the Demo- 
crats and RepubNcans, but as there are 
no contests for any nomination in these 
parties, only a small representation of 
their members is expected. In a num- 
ber of cases the Socialists have only one 
candidate for offices to which two or 
three may be elected. The Prohibition- 
ists will make nominations only for 
three state offices, two city offices and 
member of Congress in the Tenth Dis- 
trict. 

Politicians expect that less than 40,000 
ballots will be cast. This is due both 
to lack of interest in the contest and to 
the striking of a large number of names 
from the books because of removals. 
These persons will have a chance to 
register from their new addresses before 
the November election.
